President James T. Day of the board 
of public works has discovered that 
the 
leakage in the water 
system 
amounted to 55,926.210 gallons dur- 
inug a period of 6 months. He discov­ 
ered the average am ount of water 
pumped in La Crosse per capita is 
IOO gallons, upon a basis of 30,000 
population, as against an average of 
56 gallons In other cities along the 
Mississippi. The investigation further 
showed that there were 237 leaks, 
which caused this large am ount of 
waste. The leaks, mostly in closets, 
were repaired. 
The situation has brought about 
a readjustm ent of rates of water ta k ­ 
ers who have not paid for all the 
w’ater they have used. This amount 
must be paid, notices having been 
sent out, by July 26 or the water will 
he shut off. If the amounts are not 
paid bv Nov. 1st they will go on the* 
tax roll. Mr. Day says the investiga­ 
tion has cost the city $348.98.
